The soil should be prepared as early in the spring as the ground may 
be easily worked by plowing or digging thoroughly to a depth of ten 
inches. 5 

Ground should be graded level and harrowed, raked and rolled until 
fine, firm. and smooth; too much work cannot be done at this stage, as 
the more the ground is worked, the better the results will be. 

Before sowing the seed, the ground should be lightly raked to loosen 
the surface. 

The soil should be good, but not too rich; if very poor, an applica- 


tion of wood ashes, sheep manure or bone meal may be made; barnyard - 


manure well rotted is good, but we cannot recommend it for lawn use, as 
it would be objectionable in’ appearance and odor and is apt to contain 
weed seeds, which tend to decrease the value of the lawn.

Sweet Pea culture is comparatively simple and easy and 
is a pleasure to both amateur and professional gardeners 
The results are highly satisfactory and can be made a source 
of profit if desired. ; 

A deep rich soil gives best results. Seed should be sown in 
double rows with about one foot space between. To insure 
the plant having a deep root a trench about six inches deep 
should be dug and the seed covered only about two inches. 
When well above the edges of the trench the earth may be 
filled in and you will have a fine deep-rooted sturdy plant. 
Take care that no water is allowed to stand in the trench 
or the seedlings will rot. When the plants are ready to 
climb, a wire screen about a yard wide may be used with 
good effect or roughly trimmed switches may be set into 
the ground. 

If the seed is planted very early in the spring good re- 
sults are obtained, but many people prefer to plant deeply 
in the fall for early blooms. As a fertilizer bone meal is ex-
